“We. shall not hesitate a sec- 
ond to demand a contribution to 
this fateful struggle from those 
ceuntries which are responsible for 
the outbreak of the war. We shall 
consider it a matter of course not 
to spare foreign lives at a time 
which is demanding great sacrifices 
of our own lives.” 

This section of the proclamation 
which was read by a propaganda 
ministry official in Hitler's absence 
last night at the 23rd anniversary 
celebration of the Nazi party at the 
Munich Hofbrau Haus, was believed 
aimed primarily at France and Po-
